comes at a time when the boosters of 
Governor Al Smith are mrfking a de- 
termined drive to get delegates from 
the southern states. 


The announcement by two former 


members of President Wilson's cab- 
inet, namely, Albert Burleson and T. 
W. Gregory, that they favor the nom- 
ination of Al 
Smith 
has 
indicated 


clearly that the first battleground of 
the democratic counsel for delegates 
•will be in the south. 


'Axas was one of the first slates to 


climb aboard the-' Wilson band wagon 
in 1012 and similarly Texas held out 
staunchly for Mr. McAdoo in 1024. If 
the indorsement by Messrs. Gregory 
and Burleson means that Texas is be- 
ginning-to lean toward Al Smith it 
-•will, of course, begin to give concern 
to all other " candidates 
particularly 


those who espouse the dry side. There 
are evidences that Mr. McAdoo has not 
sought to return to the fight but that 
circumstances have compelled him to 
get back into it. The drys need an out- 
standing figure to fight Al Smith and 
in the last four years nobody of great- 
er political strength than Mr. McAdoo 
has appeared. Whether he wills it or 
not. therefore, Mr. McAdoo is" being 
forced into the race if for no other 
reason than to 'prevent the nomination 
of a wet. 
SHITH IN STRATEGIC MOVE 
Incidentally the 
strategy 
of the 


Smith boosters is admittedly based on 
sound political judgment, for if the 
Smith candidacy can win a majority 
of the southern delegates it will dis- 
pose to some extent of the fear that 
1he nomination of Smith would mean a 


i 


break in the solid south and the nam- 
ing of an independent Democrat on a 
third ticket. 


The expense of a independent or- 


ganization for the primaries as well as 
lor the final election is so big that it 
would take a movement( of real pro- 
portions to get election machinery go- 
ing which would be capable of upset- 
"ting the customary-method of casting 
Ihe electoral ballots''for the regular 
Democratic nominee. The Republicans 
had a taste of the same thing in 1912 
when the, task of over-coming the reg- 
ular election machinery was accom- 
plished in some Instances only by huge 
expenditures.. 


The Al Smith sponsors are not viail- 


ing till next year to win the south. 
They are going 
at it right 
away. 


Frank 13. Roosevelt, who managed the 
last Al Smith campaign, has a hotel in 
Georgia and spends much of his time 
there, the assumption being that he 
has plenty of opportunity to talk pol- 
it'.cs and advance 
the stock 
of Al 


Smith. The decision of Mr. McAdoo to 
make adrcs^cs in Georgia is taken to 
mean here that the McAdoo following 
is being aroused to action once more. 
There are certain states whi,ch are so 
tightly in the grip of tho McAdoo or- 
ganizntinn that it is doubtful whether 
the Al Smith men will ever capture 
them.

gation that voted 
for the 
measure. 


Sent to the senate, the amendment 
was stricken out, leaving the resolu- 
tion, formed 
to 
thank Mr. Lcnroot 


only. 


The assembly refused concurrence 


in the resolution in this form and an 
entirely new resolution was presented 
thanking the whole delegation. Adopt- 
ed and sent to the senate, the resolu- 
tion brought forth Tuesday's debate. 


ASSEMBLY SESSION DULL 


Stopping for debate only on a. few 


measures the assembly Tuesday work- 
ed quickly through 
an uninteresting 


session. 


It voted to adhere to its position on 


the appropriation for the State Histor- 
ical society. The senate passed 
the 


appropriation bill for 
$07,000.- The 


assembly cut it $10,000 and the higher 
house refused concurrence in-the cut. 
,Tri j. •..esday's action the assembly re- 
fused to meet the higher rate named 
by the upper house. 


Assemblyman Hois' bill, raising the 


exemption of §60: allowed small wage 
earners in garnishment proceedings, 
to $75, and limiting the 
number of 


these suits that may be placed against 
the debtor in one month, was ordered 
engrossed, after some debate. It has 
been definitely postponed, but was re- 
considered upon motion of Assembly- 
man Kiesner. Mr. Keis. explaining 
tho bill, said that laborers were pro- 
tected by it to the extent of $75 a 
month against the claims of creditors, 
lie declared that 
recurrence provi- 


sions prevented one creditor, after an- 
other had taken all but the exempted 
sum from a debtor, from taking the re- 
mainder in the same month "thus pio- 
tccting the families of laboring men 
who found 
themselves 
involved in 


garnishing suits." 


Tho Scftcnbcrg bill, which would al- 


low licensing of all operators of x-ray 
machines, under vigorous opposition 
was finally postponed by a vote of 72 
to 2. A substitute amendment which, 
proposed law was also voted down 62 
to 9.

of the Illinois Coal Operators associa- 
tion, announced Tuesday that every 
large coal mine in Illinois will

closed at midnight Thursday, with 
orders not to be opon until 72,300 un- 
ion miners accept the terms of 
the 


operators. 


Mr. Miller said that already four 


of the largest mines in the state have 
issued orders to close. 
Notices were 


posted at the new Orient 
mine at 


Frankfort. 111., known as the world's 
largest mine, advising employes of 
suspension of operations on March 31. 


Miller said the mines of the three 


companies in which he is interested 
the Ilillsboro Coal company at Hills- 
boro. and the Illinois Coal company 
mines at Mason and Springfield ^also 
would be closed. 


The action of operators in deciding 


to shut down, Mr. Miller indicated, 
was taken 
after 
the United Mine 


Workers had reached a decision at a 
meeting in Indianapolis to make un- 
ion contracts with individual mines 
rather than by districts as in the 
past, in the hope that some mine own- 
ers would take advantage 
of 
the 


chances to deal with the union and 
keep on operating.

ably have ?13,4CG,G2G.SO in its general 
fund June 30. This was the report 
of State Treasurer Levitan and Theo- 
dore Daman, secretary of state, to 
tho Wisconsin assembly Tuesday. 


Answering a resolution, passed by 


the lower house of the legislature, 
asking the condition of the general 
fund, with comparisons for four years 
tho treasury and state officials said 
the general fund balance on Feb. 2S 
was $!),7G2,'J27.42. This, plus estimat- 
ed receipts for the balance of the cur- 
rent fiscal 
year, would bring the 


fund to $30,742,927.42. 


Subtracting the estimated expendi- 


tures for the balance of the year end- 
ing June 30. 0717,270,300.62) the esti- 
mated balance was obtained. 


The comparisons were then given 


in the report. In 102G the fund bal- 
ance was $15,127,349.08. 
Two years 


ago the balance on June 30 was $15,- 
024,301.47 and in 1924 the balance was 
$14,042,14G.SG. 
In 1923 the balance 


was $11,420,338.69. 


The report, eight pages long, gives 


detailed lists of expenditures and esti- 
mated financial needs of all depart- 
ments. 


It starts with the condition of the 


fund on March IS. The balance was 
then $7,OGl,ldG.S4, almost the same as 
the 1920 balance at that time, and 
compared 
with 
$11,073,902.39

The | 
bill paves the way for a comprehensive | 
icforcstation program for Wisconsin, | 
supporters of the bill say.

The amendment reads: 


FOR THK YOUNGSTERS 


"The rule of taxation shall be uni-i 


form and taxes shall be levied on such 
prope: ty with such classification as to 
forest and minerals, including or c-op- 
arate or severed fron* the land, as the 
legislature shall prescribe. Taxes also 
may be imposed on income privileges- 
and occupations, which taxes may I?o 
Kraduated and progressive and reason- 
able exemption may be provided." 


The first sentence is the so-c-\llcd 


"uniformity clause" of the Constitu- 
tion. This requires that the rule of 
taxation within the same taxing di«- 
trict shall bo uniform, both as io 
values and methods applied. This 
clause as it stands makes unconstitu- 
tional a severance tax on natural re- 
sources, such as timber or minerals, 
•which is a tax applied at the time of 
the taking or cutting of the resource 
The proposed amendment, if approved, 
would permit a classification of forest 
and minerals for taxation purposes by 
the legislature, either separate from or 
included with the land on which ei- 
ther or both of these re&ourccs occur. 


Approval of the amendment in itself 


does not alter any present tax law. nor 
add any new law, but is merely an en- 
abling act which would permit the leg- 
islature to tax forest and mineral lands 
on a different basis from other proper- 
ty, with a view of encouraging: the de- 
velopment of new forests, and the con- 
servation of old growth forests and 
minerals. 


The proposed amendment uouldper* 


mil the legislature to enact laws on 
forest taxation compatible 
with the 


peculiarities of forest replacement and 
forestry affairs. It would pave the way 
for legislation encouraging: private en- 
terprise in forestry. 


The proposed amendment is the sec- 


ond on the official referendum ballot, 
and the question is put as follows: 
' "Shall Section 1. Article & of the 
constitution, be amended so as to per- 
mit the legislature to classify forests

nounced plans for a nation-wide essay 
conte-st among school and college .stu- 
dents with three cash prizes of $230 
•each, to be av.arded the authors of es- 
says containing an outstanding, read- 
ily available suggestion for preventing 
such accidents. 


One prize of $230 will be awarded 


by tho American Railway Association 
for tho best essay by a grammar stu- 
dent, a similar prize for the best essay 
by a high school student and a like 
amount for the be«-t essay by a col- 
lege student. 
Under tho i tiles prescribed by the 


American Railway association, the 
subject of the essay is to bo "Cross 
Crossings Cautiously" and each essay 
is to be limited to 230 words. 


The essays must be terse,

and constructive and must stress the 
need for greater r:-re in approaching 
and passing over railroad crossings.

One boy who was a member of 
the club whose calf failed to win a 
premium at the state fair said: "They 
have beaten me this year, but I.have 
learned what a good calf is and how 
to select and raise one.

in seeding his field, he finished with 
two bushels of untreated seed. Later 
Tio smut appeared where he sowed the 
treated seed, but in the other part of 
the field he found a big yield of smut 
and .a light crop of withered oats. 


The treatment of seed oats for smut 


consists of running the seed through a bins until the time'of seeding. 


good fanning mill, says one authority, 
to remove blighted kernels, spore balls, 
many smut spores and dirt. Use one 
pint of -JO per cent formaldahyde to 
33 gallons of water. Sprinkle the so- 
lution on the seed, using about one 
gallon to Ihe bushel, sho\eling over at 
the same time to make sure of thor- 
ough and uniform wetting.

The latest dispatches from China arc 


10 the effect that Chang Tso-lin. Man- 
churian war lord and head of the north- 
erners, has hurled defiance at the nation- 
alists and has appealed to the foreign 
powers to aid him in their defeat, and the 
"saving of China from bolshevism.'' It 
is an appeal that must and will fall on 
deaf ears. The powers are through in- 
tervening to save China from itself or for 
them. Chang Tso-lin has been the dic- 
tator of Manchuria for ten years. He gave 
that country a good administration and it 
has' prospered. 
In recent years he has 


been successful in extending his authority

• king, and the Yangtze valley. Chang Tso- 


i lin is n-either the friend nor promoter of

INCREASE LEGISLATORS' PAY 
There is a proposal before the legisla- 


ture to increase the pay of the members 
of that body from the S500 now paid to 
$1000 for the two-year term. There are 
133 members of the legislature, so that 
the increase would amount to a total of 
$66.500 biennially. 
The act should be 


passed and the increase authorized. The 
salary now paid does not defray the or- 
dinary expenses of a member. He serves 
the state at a net financial loss to himself. 
Even $1000 will yield no real remunera- 
tion. It is said no other state pays its 
legislators so meagcrly as does Wiscon- 
sin. 


This is wrong. Xot only is it unfair to 


those who serve the state in this capacity, 
but it has gradually lowered the legisla- 
tive standard by. attracting to Madison an 
inferior membership. Undoubtedly at no 
time in the history of Wisconsin has the 
personnel of the legislature been of so 
low an order. We do not know that in- 
creasing the salaries to $1000 would raise 
the standard, but it is worth trying", and 
it is demanded as a simple act of justice. 


Each legislature controls the expendi- 


ture of about $80,000.000 of public funds. 
When we think of the mental ability and 
business experience of many, if not 
a 


majority, of those elected to the senate 
and assembly and their comparative un- 
fitness for passing judgment on the 
spending of so vast a sum, it is small 
wonder we complain of extravagance and 
high, taxes. Very few men who are suc- 
cessful in their private endeavors, wheth- 
er professionally or financially, go or seek 
to go to the legislature. A salary of $1000 
would of course be no inducement to such 
men to give up several months of • their 
time every two years to the duties of law 
making. But if they had any inclination to 
serve the state, they would at least be re- 
lieved of having to pay for the privilege 
out of their own pocket. 


Although taxes are exorbitantly high 


and the people should examine closely 
into each public expenditure, the propos- 
al to pay our legislators more is a wholly 
meritorious one and should be authorized. 
It is required by fairness, and if it results 
in raising the standard of -the law mak- 
ing body ever so slightly, it will be justi- 
fied from the standpoint of self-interest.

FRANCE'S PROTECTIVE TARIFF 


American exporters of various classes 


of merchandise are soon going to find 
out how it feels to be on the outside of the 
protective tariff, looking in, when France 
puts into effect her new scale of retalia- 
tory duties against imports, aimed partic- 
ularly at American products. 


The protective tariff of America has 


worked considerable hardship on France, 
as many of her products came under the 
heavily taxed classifications of the Amer- 
ican act. Now the shoe will be on the oth- 
er foot. 


It is understood that many American 


manufacturers and exporters have pro- 
tested. This is obviously unfair. France 
has the same right to protect her home 
industries as 'have we. Perhaps if more of 
the other nations would give us a dose of 
our own medicine, \ve would be more rea- 
sonable in our tariff policy.
